The bill to Imnpose a tax of three

cents a day on every allen emiployed
in Pennsylvania, the lax to bLe sub-
tracted by theesmployer from the allen's
wages, which recently became o law In
this state, ls expectied to add several
hundréd thousand dollars annually to
he -revenuss of the varlous countles,
st how much estimated
t enforced In Lackawanna county it
ought to constitute a protitable source
of Income, as the average number of
aliens employed within dounty's
borders has for some years Dbeen com-
paratively large.

In support of this new law It Is urged
that Inrge numbers of alleng have come
Into the state and taken work at lower
wages than natives were wllling to ac-
cepty lower, in fact, than would feed
the famlly of an American laborer;
that such allens have had the advan-
tages of public Institutions, including
free schools and free text-books for
thelr ehlldren—and all this without eon-

there will be others. The Twenty-first is
rather a pecullar district. It doesn't al-
wiuys glve ls representative In congress
i second term as many other districts '
the state are In the habit of dolng. Repre-
sentative Helner, who was honored with
two terms, was the exception to the rule,
His predeccasor, Hon. George F., Huft, of
Westmorelond, was turned down for a re-
nomination at the clcre of hig first term.
Bo was his predecessur, Hon, Alexander
K. Cralg, of Jefferson, who was the first
repregentative from that district as it ja
now ocrstructed. There are now four
countles In that district—=Indlana, Jeffer-
gon, Armstreng and Westmoreland, ‘The
lutter county was for many years in the
district composed of Fayelts, Greene and
Woestmoreland, The other three countles
wore In what was then known as the
Twoenty-fifth district, composed of In-
diann, Jefferson, Armstrong, Clarion and
Forest counties. Indlina was then the
favored county, as It contalneéd more Re-
publican votes than any ather county In
the distriot, In those days, howoever, the
Roepublican nomination did not mean elec-
tion, as 1t Joes now, In both districts. The
Democratic nominees were jJust as often
vlected In thoss districts ne were the He-
publllean candidates, In fact the district
(the old Twenty-fourth) in which Waest-
moreland was then located, was for many
yeuars Demooratle. The other (the old
Twenty-tifth) district wos always a close
one,

After 1870, whon General Harry White
(mow Judge White, of Indiane), was last
elected, the old Twenty-fifth 4istriet did

not send a Ropubllcan to congress untll
It was divided between the present
Twenty-first and Twenty-eighth districts,
Gueneral White was first elected to con-
greas in 1572, In 1674 he was agaln the Me-
prublican ||-|ml|.-, but was defeated by
Hon, George H, Jenks, Democrat, of Jet-
ferson coanty. Again, In 1878, General
White was the Republican standnrd bear-
er, but he was defeated by Hon. James A
Mosgrove, of Armstrong, the Greenback
candidate, In that year there was
three-cornered fight, James M, Guffey,
the Plttsburg oil operntor, waa the Dem-
ocratio candidate, He then reslded In
Marion county. The Greenback craze was
then In the aenith of its glory In Westorn
Pennsylvania, and thelr candidate, Mr.
Mosgrove, was clecied. In 1880, however,
the Republicans regonined the distrior by
electing Hon., A, . White, of Jefferson.
In the following congressional campalgn,
in 1888, the Democrats, assisted by the
remunant of the old Greenback party, ro-
captured the Matrict and elected John D
Patton, of Indlava, Mr. Patlon had, un-
til 1880, when he voted for (eneral Han-
oock for presldent, been a Republican. In
